Ae attorney for the Schmidt’s Market landlord 
warned Southampton Village Mayor Jesse War- 
ren that the lawyer will file a lawsuit if the village 
moves forward with Warren’s proposal to rezone the 
property.

Papers came after Warren recently suggested that 
the village would rezone the property for workforce 
housing as a part of its recently passed Comprehen- 
sive Master Plan if the landlord does not renew the 
lease to the family that has run the beloved market 
in the North Sea Road location for the past 43 years. 

“The dispute between the landlord and tenant is 
not a matter of governmental interest and something 
that we are surprised you have decided to interject 
yourself into,” Christopher Kelley, a partner in the 
Riverhead-based law firm of Twomey, Latham, Shae, 
Kelley, Dubin & Quartarara, LLP, wrote. “Threats to

and to freely contract will not be tolerated and will 
result in litigation.”

Teen Nabbed 

With Gun Used in 
Shooting at Zeldin’s 
Home, DA Says

uffolk County police arrested a teenager allegedly 
found with the gun used in the drive-by shooting 
that wounded two teens outside of the Shirley home 
of U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin, the Republican candidate for 
governor. 
Noah Green, 18, of Shirley, was charged on October 
31 with felony counts of criminal possession of a weap- 


on and criminal possession of stolen property. Suffolk 


Judge Eric Sachs set bail at $750,000 cash, $1.5 mil- 
lion bond or $7.5 million partially secured bond. 
“Through that collaborative and diligent police 
work, we have now recovered one of the firearms used 
in that dangerous shooting,” Suffolk County District 
Attorney Raymond A. Tierney said. “The investigation 
is continuing and we expect that (we) will have more 
developments in the future.” 
Prosecutors said a microscopic analysis of the Tau- 
rus 9MM pistol allegedly found in Green’s pocket 


upon his arrest showed that it was the firearm used 
in an October 9 shooting in which two teenagers were 
shot in the chest outside of Zeldin’s home. The victims 
survived. Authorities said Green, who was allegedly 
in a stolen carat the time, tried to flee on foot when 
approached by investigators who took him into cus- 
tody on Halloween. Surveillance video and eyewitness 
statements from the day of the shooting revealed that 
the vehicle appeared to be a recent-model black Honda 
CRV with a white NY license plate consistent with the 
stolen vehicle that the defendant was observed in on 


* October 31, according to court documents. 


“A forensic analysis of the pistol recovered from 
the defendant’s pocket was performed, revealing that 
the defendant's fingerprint was present on the fully 
loaded magazine that was loaded inside the weapon,” 
investigators stated in court documents. “Additionally,

members of law enforcement have been conducting - 


ongoing social media surveillance of accounts belong- 
ing to the defendant and observed the (above) picture 
posted to the defendant's Snapchat account on Friday, 
October 28.” 

Investigators said that he told police upon his arrest 
that he was “carrying it for protection.” 

Green faces up to four years in prison, if convicted. 
He is represented by the Legal Aid Society and is due 
back in court on November 4. 

Zeldin, who has made crime a central talking point 
in his campaign to unseat Democratic Gov. Kathy 
Hochul, did not immediately have a comment on the 
arrest. 


Drought Downgraded for Part of East End

a fe drought on Long Island is further easing in 
the wake of recent rainfall, according to the U.S. 
Drought Monitor, which downgraded most of the Is- 
land amid the East End harvest. - 

The North Fork, entire North Shore of Suffolk 
County and all of Nassau County were downgraded 
from moderate drought to abnormally dry, although 
the South Fork and eastern half of South Shore Suf- 
folk remained in a moderate drought, the Drought 


Monitor reported October 27. 

“We have been above average as far as rainfall is 
concerned for this month, which is good news,” said 
Bryan Ramsey, an Upton-based meteorologist with 
the National Weather Service. “Hopefully we will 
continue to see improvement.” 

The agency recorded 5.35 inches of rain in October 
for Suffolk, which is more than the average of about 
4 inches. The improvement comes after the region 
had about 6 inches less rain than normal while sum- 
mer and September was nearly an inch off. 
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Don't Taunt 
the Aliens

lor many years, scientists and astronomers have 

been searching the heavens to see if there was 
any life like ours out there. For a long time, this 
search came up empty. 

Coded radio messages containing basic informa- 
tion about humanity and Earth began to be sent 
into space from Arecibo, an observatory on a moun- 
taintop in Puerto Rico in 1974. Nobody ever replied 
to these messages. 2 

In more recent years, however, we began to dis- 
cover planets in the universe that could be home to 
lifeforms like us. Because of these planets’ relation- 
ship to their nearby suns, they could easily support 
balmy temperatures, flowing water and oxygen 

- while circling their suns. The first, in 2010, was dis- 
covered by the Keck Observatory in Hawaii. Later, 
as telescopes got stronger and stronger, there were 
more. 

By the most recent count, we now believe there 
are as many as 16 planets beyond our solar system 
that could be teeming with life. We call them Goldi- 
locks planets. Not too hot, not too cold. Just right. 

I mention this because it seems to me that this 
year, NASA has thrown caution to the wind as far 
as Goldilocks planets are concerned by firing off a 
spacecraft with an explosive device on its nose to 
see if it could be made to hit an asteroid in outer 
space and alter its course. 

This activity came about because of several mov- 
ies made in the 1990s. I wrote briefly about this a 
few weeks ago. It appeared in the issue of Dan’s 
Papers published on Hamptons International Film 
Festival weekend, something newsworthy to report 
because creative people in the industry had caused 
a piece of their fiction to happen in real life. In the 
films, an asteroid is heading toward Earth. If it hits, 
life as we know it will be over. Let’s send up a rocket 
and see if we can hit it and get it to veer off to some- 
where else. 

Last week, we learned this real life ef- 
fort to nudge an asteroid had succeeded. 
Asteroid Dimorphos, circling asteroid 
Didymos and posing no threat to the 
Earth, got hit and moved by what we 
sent up. It’s the first time in history that 
Earthlings have caused something in the 
universe to do this. 

Here are the specifics of what happened. The 
rocket, the size of a school bus and built by SpaceX, 
was fired off from Vandenberg Space Force Base in 
California on November 24, 2021 at 1:21 a.m. Its 
target, Dimorphos, an asteroid just 525 feet across 
and circling Didymos, a larger asteroid half a mile 
across, completes its orbit every 11 hours 55 min- 
utes. Meanwhile, the pair were busy circling the Sun 
once every 2.11 years. This behavior, taking place in 
the vacuum of space between Mars and Jupiter for 
who knows how long, took place way, way away — 
about as far away from us as we are from the Sun. In 
other words, it was none of our business. 


WATCHING EARTHLINGS EMIT BAD GAS

The rocket took almost a year to get to its target. 
The day before it was to hit, which was September 
28, 2022, the rocket spit out a small contraption 
the size of a shoe box made in Italy that had a cam- 
era in it. This camera was programmed to take a 
video showing whether or not Dimorphos would be 
moved by the hit. It was decided that if the asteroid’s 

trajectory around Didymos were to be altered 

by more than 73 seconds from its current 
orbit, it could be considered a success. In 
the event, it moved the asteroid’s orbit by 

32 minutes. Success! 

Hundreds of millions of dollars were 
spent on this. Dozens of government 
agencies, such as NASA’S Planetary Sci- 
ence Division in Washington, D.C., Kitt Peak 
National Observatory in Tucson, the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory’s Goldstone planetary radar center in 
California and the National Science Foundation’s 
Green Bank Observatory in West Virginia. Cheers 
all around. It’s our tax money and they were happy 
to spend it. 

I find this to be one of the stupidest and most dan- 
gerous things we humans have ever done. 

What is the matter with us? Have we forgotten 
that there are as many as 16 planets in the universe 
where creatures might live who could see this hap- 
pen? And 16 is just a drop in the bucket of what is 
really there. Think about it. 


Sending out radio waves is one thing. Sending out 
a rocket armed with an explosive to cripple an un- 
suspecting asteroid in space is surely an act of war. 

What are those folks on Earth up to now? Isn’t 
it enough they’ve sent enormous amounts of gas 
into their own atmosphere to cripple themselves? 
Now they have to go on the offensive and nail some 
harmless little asteroid minding its own business? 

And this asteroid is even in Earth’s own solar sys- 
tem. It might have been in another galaxy, of which 
there are many. It might have even been in another 
universe, of which there are many. But no. It’s near 
their home. A lesson to the locals there about who’s 
boss? Maybe a prelude to something much bigger. 

What to do? There are going to be intergalactic 
council meetings. Decisions about how to react. 
How to get those dumb pirates on Earth to stop do- 
ing this. Ignoring them until now apparently has 
not worked. 

I have no doubt that at some of these council 
meetings, it will come up about what North Korea 
is doing amidst all its trembling neighbors. Japan. 
Taiwan. South Korea. Even mainland China. Also, 
about Russia invading Ukraine. 

They will want to stamp this out real quick. God 
forbid what else these 1,780 council members will 
decide to do. I have to tell you that they are not go- 
ing to be taking this lying down. Hang onto your 
hats. 
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Gubernatorial Bump: How Will Hochul- 
Zeldin Race Impact East End Candidates? —

ll eyes are on the New York State 
Pat ane race this Election Day, 
but the gubernatorial runoff may also 
sway the results of local races further 
down ballots on the East End. 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), 
the Twin Forks area GOP congress- 
man running to unseat Democratic 
Gov. Kathy Hochul, has gained trac- 
tion with crime and inflation as his 
campaign talking points, as the gov- 
ernor is on the defensive after initially 
focusing on painting her challenger 
as a danger to abortion rights and 
an extremist ally of former President 
Donald Trump. With polls showing 
that race at the top of the ticket to be 
a closer call than many expected, the 
question is whether it will have an ef- 
fect on the congressional race to re- 
place Zeldin or the three state legisla- 
tive seats on ballots in the Hamptons 
and on the North Fork this cycle. 

“Voter turnout is going to be key,” 
said Laura Jens-Smith, the former 


Riverhead Town supervisor who now 
chairs the. Riverhead Democratic 
Committee. 

The notion that the governor's office 
would be winnable for Republicans in 
New York, where there are twice as 
many Democrats as Republicans and 
a GOP governor has not been elected 
in 20 years, is the latest warning for 
Democrats that they could face deep 
losses in this year’s midterm elections. 
Hochul has held a heavy fundraising 
advantage over Zeldin for much of the 
race, but Zeldin has been buffeted by 
spending from outside groups that 
have received donations from the Re- 
publican Governors Association and 
about $9 million from Estée Lauder 
heir Ronald Lauder, who has a house 
in Wainscott. 

“Losing is. not an option,” Zeldin, 
who recently rallied with Florida Gov. 
Ron DeSantis, told Hochul when the 
governor asked the congressman dur- 
ing their lone debate if he’d concede 
the race should he lose. He later said 
that he would concede if he lost. 


Siena College polling since July, 
including as recently as mid-October, 
has shown Hochul with a significant 
lead over Zeldin. But other recent 


polls have suggested Hochul has only 


a modest advantage. Hochul, who took 
over as governor in August 2021 after 
former Gov. Andrew Cuomo resigned 
amid sexual harassment allegations, 
is trying to win the office outright this 
year, which would make her the first 
woman to be elected New York gover- 
nor. Despite the congressman closing 


the gap in the polls, local Democratic 


leaders and candidates are keeping 
their game face on in the final week 
before the election. 

“T’ve run in red waves like 2010 and 
2014 and blue waves like 2018,” said 
state Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. 
(D-Sag Harbor), a longtime Indepen- 
dent seeking a 14th term who recently 
changed his affiliation to Democratic. 
“T’'ve been on the Republican, Demo- 
cratic and Independence lines. Voters 
know me and what I’ve accomplished. 


Even in this polarized environment, 


voters know when you've done the job. 
I trust the voters.” 

Peter Ganley, the North Fork Re- 
publican committeeman challenging 
Thiele, did not respond to a request 
for comment. Thiele said he main- 
tained his confidence that Hochul will 
win, as did Jay Jacobs, who chairs the 
state and Nassau County Democratic 
committees. : 

“T expect a competitive Election Day 
with a very well-deserved, favorable 
outcome for the governor,” Jacobs told 
Dan’s Papers. 

Jens-Smith agreed. 

“We are already seeing Democrats 
heavily engaged and hearing from 
many disgruntled Republicans un- 
happy with the direction their party — 
is taking,” she said. “Local Democrats . 
and women realize what is at stake, 
with Hochul in office women’s rights 
will remain protected. Hochul and 
our local candidates are fighting to 
keep New York affordable even after 
the Republicans have taken away the 
(State and Local Tax) SALT deduc-

tion. So no I’m not worried, we have 


a great slate ready to serve the people - 


of New York.” 

Despite the polling, a week before 
the election the nonpartisan Cook Po- 
litical Report rated the Empire State’s 
gubernatorial race results were “likely 
Democratic,” meaning the race is “not 
. considered competitive at this point, 
but (has) the potential to become 
engaged.” 

‘As for the ist Congressional Dis- 
trict race for Zeldin’s open seat, CPR 
predicts Republican Nick LaLota; a 
former Amityville Village trustee, has 
the advantage over Suffolk Legislator 
Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac). The re- 
port rates the race as leaning Repub- 
lican and “considered competitive,” 
with the GOP having an advantage. 

In the other two state races on bal- 
lots this election, state Sen. Anthony 
Palumbo (R-New Suffolk) is facing a 
challenge from Democratic commit- 
teeman Skyler Johnson, and state As- 
semblywoman Judi Giglio (R-River- 
head) is facing Wendy Hamberger, an 
attorney from Center Moriches. Odds 
are slim that the GOP would flip the 
Assembly from Democratic control, 
but Palumbo hopes Republicans can 
flip enough state Senate seats to take 
back control of Albany’s upper legisla-

tive chamber. 

Hochul isn’t done fighting yet. On 
Halloween, she slammed Zeldin’s 
recent suggestion that teachers and 
school safety agents should start car- 
rying firearms as a way to curtail the 
bodycount of school shootings. The 
week prior, Zeldin told CBS2 New 
York’s Marcia Kramer that arming 
teachers and school security guards 
would help save lives in the event 
that a gunman opens fire on school 
grounds. 

“Tt improves the safety of the build- 
ing,” Zeldin said in the interview. “If 
there was someone who came into that 
building, you would be saying, thank 
God that teacher who was safely and 
securely carrying that firearm and 
was well-trained was able to intervene 
and to save lives.” 

Zeldin also suggested that school 
safety agents should be equipped with 


bulletproof vests, like police officers. 
Hochul rebuked that idea during a 
campaign stop with anti-gun violence 
advocacy groups. 

“Lee Zeldin not only supports guns 
on subways and in places of worship 
and in our parks and in places like 
Times Square,” Hochul told reporters. 
“He also now believes that the way to 
make your kids safer is to make sure 
that every classroom has a gun in 
it. Let that sink in. Every classroom 
should have a gun in it. That’s not hap- 
pening under our administration. Not 
now, not ever.” 

Zeldin’s campaign didn’t respond to 
PoliticsNY’s requests for comment. 

The attack was the latest sign that 
Hochul has sharply pivoted her cam- 
paign message to concentrate on 
crime and highlighting her record on 
combating gun violence in the last 
couple of weeks. The shift in tactics is

in response to Zeldin’s almost singu- 
lar focus on crime across the state. 

Rates of violent crime and killings 
have broadly increased around the 
U.S. since the coronavirus pandemic, 
in some places climbing from historic 
lows. Rates of murder, rape, robbery 
and assault have all increased across 
New York since the pandemic, and all 
of those crimes except robbery have 
increased from 2012 to 2021, accord- 
ing to New York state data. 

“We're not going to just look away, 
we're not going to just ignore the real- 
ity,” Zeldin said. “Whether it’s the vid- 
eos that all day long are popping up 
on social media. Whether it’s on our 
subways, it’s on the streets. You don’t 
have to live inside of New York City 
to become a victim of violence. Just 
over the last few weeks. New Yorkers 
are saying, ‘enough.’ They want to see 
our law enforcement supported. They 
want DAs to enforce the law. And they 
want to roll back these pro-criminal 
laws that have been passed.”

1 week’s colorful cover art, “Felines and Flow- 
ers,” was created by Hanniel Levenson. Described 
by The New York Times as the “free-wheeling rabbi of 
the East End” while serving as the associate rabbi at 
the Jewish Center of the Hamptons in 2014, Levenson 
has since founded the House of Surf and Prayer and is 
gaining recognition for his vibrant art. His first solo 
show, Return to the Garden, opened on November 3 at 
the new Triangle Loft gallery space on the top floor of 
the Little Flatiron building in Manhattan. 


What inspired “Felines and Flowers?” 

Watch a cat move, a leaf fall, a flower bloom. It’s ma- 
jestic. Silent dances, happening around us at all times. 
The roar is a yearning, a prayer, to tap into my true self. 
To hear the call to follow my passion. Endurance and 
grace are needed in this journey to tell the one story 
each one of us is called to tell as we dance through our 
lives. “Felines and Flowers” seeks this dance, listens 
for the call and moves towards the sacred center. 


- What does your creative process typically 
look like,.and what do you enjoy most about 
the physical act of painting? 

Painting is definitely a physical practice for me. 
My canvases are as big as me or bigger. I’m moving 
around the canvas at all times. I find myself in a mix of 
yoga postures and awkward poses to reach all corners 
of the canvas. It’s a great stretch with a side of ache. 
But it’s a great ache — satisfying and exhausting. 

In between pieces I wander the city or get out east 
to surf. It helps me clear the slate and prepare for an- 
other piece. Starting a new canvas never feels forced 
for me. Usually I see an image, I get a spark and the 
paint flows.

How would you describe your art style and 
how did you develop it? 

I'd say it’s playful soul scribing and scribbling. Pure 
fun. Somewhere between mystical mayhem and an 
adult coloring book. I love using as many colors as I 
can, playing with the rainbow, for a full spectrum 
experience. I used to work with oil paint but it got a 
bit messy. This led me to using oil and acrylic paint 
markers. It takes patience to fill a canvas with small 
markers but it’s definitely a cleaner process. This is 
always helpful because I like to make a mess. There 
are no rules when I’m painting. It’s an exploration. I 
might have a vision of what I want my painting to look 
like and it never does. It’s a beautiful practice in sur- 
render and allowing for the es gi moment to reveal 
whatever it wants. 


How does your art intersect with your faith, 
and what do you find most fulfilling about the 
way you’ve incorporated both into your life? 


Sacred art is one of the six main practices of my 


spiritual life. The others are surfing, studying, sing- 
ing, stretching and social action. These are all “ways 
in,” that is, practices that bring me into the present 
moment. My teacher would say, everything we need is 
here right now — whether we like it or not is irrelevant. 
Here right now, I fill my life with loving kindness, al- 
ways trying to do the best that I can.

faith are intertwined and are rooted in the practices of 


loving kindness and presence. Each informs the other. 
Each is a practice in being fully present. The tools are 
slightly different, but the intention is the same. Faith 
and art can tap into a timeless place where we can feel 
the interconnectedness and interdependence of all 
things. Allowing myself the space to embark on this 
practice is a great gift.

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STEVE MILLER WITH SOME OF HIS PAINTED BOOK FOLIOS

y his own admission, Sagaponack artist Steve 

Miller has something of a “fetish for books.” A 
visit to the converted potato barn where he lives and 
works reveals long shelves and lofty walls filled with 
tomes by a who’s who of artists — from contempo- 
rary and modern masters to Renaissance luminar- 
ies. He often: gets two copies of books, and a great 
number are signed — and that’s not counting his 
own publications, of which there are many. 

The prolific painter is well known for his explora- 
tion of science and technology within his large can- 
vases and works on paper. He has spent long hours 
crafting art books in small editions, appropriating 
volumes by great scientific thinkers and filling each 
page with his silkscreened and hand-painted im- 
agery, sometimes keeping them whole, and other 
times breaking them down into stacks of pages to 
be presented as folios within book-sized boxes. 

It’s from this bibliophilic obsession that his latest 
publication from G Editions LLC, Surfing the Cos- 
mos: Energy and Environment, was born. While 
it’s a hardcover book with a traditional paper jacket 
and some text, including a forward by Neil deGrasse 
Tyson, to Miller it’s another work of art, albeit witha 
much larger edition and distribution. It’s something 
to behold and experience. 

And “readers” would do well to remember this 
when picking up a copy and diving in, page by page. 

“Tm really into what a book is as an experience. 
So, this book is the experience, like a movie, like 
jump cuts and juxtapositions and fades, image and 
source,” Miller says describing his intention with 
Surfing the Cosmos. 

The publication follows two earlier books with G 
Editions, starting with Radiographic: X-Ray Photo 
Inventions which at its core features X-ray images 
of plants and animals from the Brazilian rainforest; 
and Surf/Skate focusing heavily on various skate- 
boards, surfboards, pieces of clothing and other 
items emblazoned with Miller’s artwork, much of it 
first shown in Radiographic.

As Miller describes it, this trilogy of books begins 
with the X-rays in Radiographic and follows with 
his efforts to put that imagery out into the world in 
Surf/Skate. “And then this one is sort of the larger 
conversation,” he says of his newest effort. 

Surfing the Cosmos will be available at a special 
event at The Church in Sag Harbor (48 Madison 
Street) presenting Miller in conversation with the 
venue's chief curator Sara Cochran, followed by a 
Q&A and book signing on Thursday, November 10 
at 6 p.m. 

The book contains nearly 200 pages filled with 
Miller’s art and photography, exploring energy and 
its unexpected beauty, represented through the 
tangled, twisting wires and power lines in the fave- 
las of Rio de Janeiro, and the high-tech infrastruc- 
ture at CERN, the world’s biggest particle physics 
laboratory and home of the Large Hadron Collider, 
in Geneva, Switzerland. His work goes from the 
drug-infested streets of Rio to CERN’s massive ma- 
chinery and human ingenuity that found the Higgs 
boson, or “God particle,” and it explores visual and 
thematic connections between them. 

“It’s time to marvel at the intersection of our ever- 
increasing demand for power and the ever-growing 
impact of that need on our environment,” deGrasse 
Tyson explains in the foreword to Surfing the Cos- 
mos. “It’s time to elevate electricity to art. And it’s 
time to remind ourselves, that science at its high- 
est levels may be indistinguishable from art,” he 
continues, adding that after viewing Miller’s book, 
“I will never look at electrical wires the same ‘way 
again.” 

This is the magic of what Miller does, and how a 
book like Surfing the Cosmos can deliver an artistic 
experience that’s different from a painting, a film or 
any other art form. Some images in the book feature 
Miller’s paintings, but others exist solely in its pages 
— at least until the day he decides to use them for 
something else. The collected contents come from 
two vastly different places, yet similarities abound. 

For example, both CERN and the Brazilian fave- 
las are protected by powerful gatekeepers, making

them inaccessible to outsiders. “In the favela, you’ve 
got to get clearance from the drug dealers and you’ve 
got to pay them off to get in,” Miller says, pointing 
out that CERN required him to get more formal se- 
curity clearance before visiting to do a talk there on 
how scientific and technological advancements lead 
to changes in consciousness. 

Once he was free to access CERN and its facilities, 
Miller photographed mind-boggling machinery, sci- 
entists’ whiteboards and chalkboards full of notes 
and equations, and unique posters throughout the 
buildings with haiku-like words, creating found po- 
etry, such as: “Vector Boson Production, Hard & Soft 
QCD, Flavour, Monte Carlos, Theory and PDFs.” 

The words and handwritten notes find their way 
into Miller’s book and paintings, and layer beauti- 
fully with his gestural marks and rich colors. Along 


with his talk and book signing at The Church on 


Thursday, Miller will be displaying four works of 
art that also appear in or complement Surfing the 


-Cosmos, including the cover painting, a 2019 inkjet 


and silkscreen on canvas called “Far Enough Away.” 

Another piece includes a- book, with original 
paintings on every page, displayed in a plexiglass 
stand set beneath a large print of X-rayed sharks. 
Miller explains that the book stand can show off a 
different two-page spread from the book any time 
its owner chooses. It is an attempt at resolving his 
struggle to get collectors to appreciate the painted 
book as an art object, which he says many have 
trouble understanding. 

Perhaps, Miller suggests, it could be a first step in 
a longer leap toward seeing his painted books as the 
wondrous artworks they’ve always been. And in do- 
ing so, they also might then see Surfing the Cosmos 
and other artists’ publications as they are intended 
to be seen. If all goes well, they may never again see 


books in quite the same way.

my fearless Lifes WORC 
members decided to change 
our charter and open a home 
for children like my daughter 
Lara, who had been in the In- 
fant Rehabilitation Buildings 
at Willowbrook and now could 
live in dignity as part of a com- 
munity.

After months of town hall 
meetings, the court decision 
from Judge Angelo Graci gave 
us a victory and ruled that 
the house — and any group 
home — had the right to be in 
residentially zoned neighbor- 
hoods. 

With life-changing news 
reporting, advocacy and the 
fundraising support of Ger- 
aldo Rivera — the funds from 
a John Lennon and Yoko Ono 
concert at Madison Square 


Garden he organized helped 
make it happen — we bought 
the house and made it a home. 

It was justifiably named the 
Geraldo Rivera Group Home. 

Hy Teich endlessly called me 
asking for a place in the first 
group home for his son Larry. 
After months of evaluations, 
he was accepted. and I still 
remember Hy’s words to me: 
“I just hope I live long enough 
to see my son be able to feed 
himself.” 

Well, within the year, the 
goal was achieved, with the 
help of the loving, caring and 
well-trained staff at the home. 

Fast forward 50 years — 
five decades of devoted 


care — Larry passed 
away.

Rose Three Ways

MM people still see rosé as a 
seasonal wine to enjoy starting 


in May and ending in October. But 
most wine drinkers have come to em- 
brace rosé regardless of the season. 
And, with the holidays fast approach- 
ing, rosé is an excellent wine to com- 
plement all types of snack and party 
foods. Below are three very different 
rosés you can appreciate all year long. 

DAOU 2021 Discovery Rosé 

This rosé from California is by far 
the crispest of the three wines. It is 
also the driest. It has a delicate pink 
color, but don’t let the color fool you. It 
is packed with flavor. It’s the highest 
in alcohol coming in at 14.1% alcohol, 
but it has absolutely none of the alco- 
hol burn. While there will be future 
columns fully dedicated to wines for 
Thanksgiving, this is one that most

Have 
everyone cast a secret ballot and then announce the 
winner! 


TALK ABOUT WHAT’S ON THE BALLOT 

If you have older children, it may be helpful to 
talk about what you're voting on this year as a way 
to demonstrate what’s typically at stake in elections.

Elections are important, even when 
we're not electing a president. 

Talk with your kids about a kid-friendly issue 
that’s on the ballot this year.

sources and climate change mitigation. 

Talk to your older kids about what this means, 
why it was proposed and why people might be for 
or against it. This will show kids that elections are 
more than picking a president and may get them

American Heritage Month

Re many years protests and rallies 
spread throughout the country not 
only create awareness but demand 
justice and equality for Indigenous 
peoples during Indigenous Peoples’ 
Day and Native American Heritage 
Month. This time of year has 
always been the most fo- 
cused time on Indigenous 
peoples globally and Na- 
tive Americans of North 
America. From the mis- 
told story of Christopher 
Columbus, to cultural ap- 
propriation costumes dur- 
ing Halloween, to the contin- 

ued erasure of our people that takes 
place during millions of Americans’ 
Thanksgiving dinners and school sys- 
tems. From Indigenous Peoples’ Day 
to the end of November, Indigenous 
peoples nationally celebrate, honor, ad- 
vocate and gather to not only recognize 
their past but continue to push forward 
despite the challenges. We are thriving! 

After years of being met with great 
resistance for practicing our culture, 
2022 shows that the consistency of our 
elders and ancestors has turned the 
hearts of society to begin to not only 
acknowledge who we are but form al- 
liances with us as we continue to prac- 
tice our culture. This ranges from the 
grassroots level of volunteering time to 
help with events, to large global brands 
creating social equity programs that 
will help to bridge the wealth gap for 
Native Americans to gain access to re- 
sources to enter industries as well as 
shape the policies within each indus- 
try. Each year Indigenous Peoples’ Day 
and Native American Heritage Month 
are celebrated and we see more allies 
joining in the celebration. This time of 
year is a time to educate many on our 
tribal sovereignty. Tribal sovereignty 
can create complex working relation- 
ships, as each nation or tribe is inde- 
pendent of other nations and tribes, 
and should be approached as an inde- 
pendent government entity. 

The concept of social equity deals 
with justice and fairness within so- 
cial policy. Social equity includes not 
just equitable access to programs and 
services but the unhindered ability 
to engage in the political process. It 
also means equitable educational and 
economic opportunities. To bridge the 


wealth gap we must be able to gain ac- 
cess to resources to enter industries 
as well as shape the policies within 
each industry. The movement of 
#Representation Matters has inspired 
more Indigenous peoples to become 
more visible with who they are in all 
industries. It also has encouraged 
more brands to collaborate 
with Indigenous peoples 
for various social cam- 
paigns whether it’s for 
Indigenous Peoples’ 
Day, Native American 
Heritage Month or any 
other time. Just to name 
a few brands that have cel- 
ebrated Indigenous Peoples’ 
Day this past month were Patago- 
nia, History Channel and Best Buy. 
Vogue magazine tweeted, “Today is 
#IndigenousPeoplesDay, and_there’s 
no better day to get to know a few 
Indigenous brands. Here, 16 strik- 
ing pieces from Indigenous-owned 
brands.” It will be exciting to see what 
brands celebrate and honor Native 
American Heritage Month this year. 
Positive exposure to Indigenous- 
owned brands and founders opens 
the opportunity for the resources that 
have been withheld to finally come 
into the community. A circular econ- 
omy in an oppressed community helps 
to provide solutions for the health dis- 
parities, strengthens families and pro- 
vides a hopeful future to a community. 
As tribal communities, we have an 
inherent responsibility to the land and 
the water. When our economies in our 
community can thrive, we can once 
again become. better stewards of the 
land and water. Many of the protests 
and rallies over the years have been to 
not only recognize our existence, our 
governments, but to stand up for our 
environment. With grassroots organi- 
zations and global businesses amplify- 
ing these campaigns, more resources 
enter tribal communities that have 
been extracted from since the 1600s. 
‘As independent government enti- 
ties, our tribes still have to have rela- 
tionships with non-tribal government 
entities. Although grassroots organi- 
zations and global brands can amplify 
the message and provide awareness 
to the movement of preserving the 
sacredness of Indigenous peoples, it 
takes non-tribal governments to recog- 
nize not only Indigenous Peoples’ Day,

- Local Indigenous peoples put their 
lives on the line for clean water, clear 
air and biodiversity of what is left on 
land not for their own tribes but for 
all of humanity. They do this without 
outside resources. As we enter Native 
American Heritage Month, it’s impor- 
tant to not only learn about the his- 
tory of the local Indigenous peoples of 
where you live, but learn how you can 
be a part of the social responsibility 
opportunities that give back to people 
who fight for every aspect of their exis- 
tence on a daily basis.

How to Handle a Death That Occurs Away From Home 


Ws you're a snowbird going 
to a warmer climate to escape 
winter weather or you're traveling on 
a business trip, it’s wise to prepare 
for the unexpected. 

Accidents happen. People fall vic- 
tim to new or existing medical condi- 
tions. Death is always an overwhelm- 
ing event and especially so when it 
occurs away from home. That’s why 
it is wise to carry a wallet-sized card 
listing the names of your next-of-kin 
and the telephone number of your fu- 
neral director, while stating whether 
any funeral pre-arrangements have 
been made. Most travelers wouldn’t 
dream of leaving home on an extend- 
ed trip without carrying along copies 
of prescriptions, yet how many think 
to include personal information that 
would facilitate their final arrange- 
ments if the unthinkable happens? 

Robert Ruggiero, a licensed New 
York funeral director, offers these 
suggestions to help cope with death 
away from home. 

Don’t leave the body. The most 
frequent response by family mem- 
bers experiencing a death away from 
home is to hurry home to begin fu- 
neral arrangements. 

However, most deaths that occur 
while traveling are sudden and re-

A utumn is marked by colorful foliage and plum-

Te bee Bryan Browns is a passion- 
ate and dedicated attorney, he 
can more aptly be described as a pub- 
lic servant. Helping lead the nonprofit 
organization Legal Aid Society of Suf- 
folk County, Browns sees his role as 
multi-fold. Unlike other lawyers, his 
job is not only to represent his clients 
in the court of law, but also to under- 
stand them, and in doing so, advance 
civil rights, preserve Americans’ right 
to an attorney and serve those in 
most-need. Browns is, quite literally, 
“the people’s lawyer.” 

Browns’ journey to Long Island be- 
gan in Canada. Born in Toronto and 
raised in Montreal, Browns spent his 
entire upbringing as a “neighbor to our 
north.” He attended college in Canada, 
securing his bachelor’s degree in Eng- 
lish from the prestigious McGill Uni- 
versity — one of Canada’s most well- 
known institutions of higher learning. 

After graduation, Browns would ex- 
perience a transformational period in 
his life, which was facilitated by travel. 
Living out of a backpack, Browns vis- 
ited far-away places like Africa, Asia, 
the Middle East and Israel. Browns 
says that this was a profoundly im- 
pactful experience in his -life, eye- 
opening in such a manner that it in- 
spired his career in law. 

Whether it was teaching English in 
South Korea or witnessing the depths 
of poverty in Sudan, Browns felt com- 
pelled to enter the field of law and 
become a voice for the voiceless in a 
unique way. 

“When I traveled the swith I saw 
how the little guy was treated,” Browns 
says. “It sort of brought me back to my 
upbringing in Canada. When I was 
abroad, I saw those who have, and 
those who don’t have. It made me real- 
ize the sad fact that, oftentimes, those 
who don’t have just can’t get ahead. I 
think that these experiences are what 
inspired me to ela my degree in 
law.” 

Upon his return, Browns left Cana- 
da to pursue his law school ambitions. 
He attended the University of Detroit, 
Mercy School of Law. Throughout his 
three-year pursuit of his Juris Doctor- 
ate, he remained inspired by the same 
sense of mission that he had acquired 
through his earlier life experiences. 

Upon graduation, he came to New 
York, passed the bar and tried his 
hand as a public defender. Browns

joined Legal Aid of Suffolk County in 
2004, and has remained with the or- 
ganization ever since. 

_ “When someone goes to law school, 
they’re essentially an open book,” he 
says. “So, in my case, I asked myself: 
Did I want to be a human rights law- 
yer? Or should I find another way to 
affect change? At the end of the day, 
all of the lessons about the Constitu- 
tion and the rights of Americans made 
me realize the true impact of this 
document — as one of the greatest- 
ever contracts for human beings and 
human freedom. 

“These days, the Constitution gets 
twisted and turned, but the area where 
it is in most need, and applied the 
most, is in criminal defense,” he con- 
tinues. “I became somewhat addicted 
to defending human rights, which is 
what keeps me working at Legal Aid 
each and. every day. Those who can 
not afford an attorney are those who 
are the most vulnerable to having their 
rights violated by the government.” 

Browns quickly made a name for 
himself at Legal Aid, by positively 
impacting the lives of his clients and 
courtroom success. He spent 13 years 
as a trial attorney with the organiza- 
tion and was appointed as trial direc- 
tor in 2017. Not long thereafter, he was 
tapped to lead the department as chief 


legal operations officer, a title he re- 
tains today. 

He says that being a Legal Aid at- 
torney is more than just knowing 
the law, but listening to and learning 
about clients. Each and every person 
the organization serves has their own 
story, their own challenges and their 
own voice. 

“First and foremost, my time at fd 
Aid has allowed me to get to know my 
clients,” he says. “Over 18 years, I’ve 
gotten to know my clients, their lives 
and their struggles. While some may be 
on the wrong side of the law, it is impor- 
tant to learn how they got there. By lis- 
tening to my clients and learning about 
the communities they come from, I was 
able to understand that the most impor- 
tant part of this job — and defending 
the Constitution — is who your client is 
and what their specific needs are. This 
is what I try to deliver. 

“Over my career at Legal Aid, I’ve 
realized it’s not about my title, the 
victories or the losses,” he adds. “The' 
best experience has been getting 
started on a road of getting to know 
the various communities of Suffolk 
County, where public defenders are 
most needed. It’s an ongoing process, 
of course, but learning that will never 
stop for me.” 

Over the years, Browns’ role at Le- 


gal Aid has grown in size and scope. 
What has not changed, though, is his - 
mission and the mission of the orga- 
nization. His greatest priority remains 
to ensure that all have access to quali- 
ty legal counsel. He takes this to heart. 

While many call attorneys “advo- 
cates,” Browns’ actions embody the 
more literal definition of the word, by 
taking a public-facing role and speak- 
ing up about the importance of public 
defenders. - 

“When you are acting as a counselor 
or an advocate, your job is to listen 
first. Your job is not to think that just 
because you have a law degree, you 
are in the know or know what people 
want,” he says. “Too many lawyers 
think that they know what is best for 
their clients before they really get 
to know them. When a client comes 
to you, and they have committed a 
crime, it’s critical to deconstruct what 
happened, and what brought this hu- 
man to this point. 

“This is something that will never 
be in a book, a seminar or taught to 
you in law school classes,” he says. 
“Every day, people in our field need to 
take their preconceived notions or po- 
litical persuasion arid approach people 
with a blank page to find out how you 
can advocate for them. You have to be 
open-minded and know that you are 
not going to know the answers. You 
are going to have to work to find the. 
answers on every case. There’s never a 
one-size-fits-all approach.” 

Browns and his wife now call West- 
hampton home. Beginning their time 
on the East End in 2012, they fell in 
love with the area for the quality of life 
in the off-season, or more specifically, 
the fall, winter and spring. 

“My office is in Riverhead, so it is 
really only about 20 minutes away,” 
he says. “I bought my home in 2014 
and immediately fell in love with the 


winter. Living here I realized that I 


could have the most perfect life, with 
the great and friendly people in Wes- 
thampton whom we are lucky to call 
our neighbors. 

“Westhampton is such a civilized 
town. I love going to Eckart’s and get- 
ting breakfast and coffee, especially 
in the winter — when there’s no one 
around,” he continues. “When I come 
home from work and get to Westhamp- 
ton, I just feel like I am away from the 
world — away from New York, — 
from Long Island.”
